FLECTED AS U.S 
SENATOR IN IOWA 


Deadlock Which Had Continued 
Since Early in January Is 
Broken.

DES MOINES, Io., April 12.--Judge 
William 8S. Kenyon, a Republican, was 
elected Unite States Senator to succeed 
the Iate ‘Senator Jonathan. P. Dolliver 
on the sixty-seventh ballot in the Iowa 
Legislatureithis afternoon. The victory 
came with the second ballot of today’s 
session and following a stormy session.

Kenyon was an assistant to Secre- 
tary Dickinson of the War Depart- 
ment when the latter was at the head 
of the Illinois Central Railroad’s legal 
department. He also is a close friend 
of Solicitor-General Bowers, who was 
general counsel for the Northwestern 
road. , 

Kenyon’s residence is in Fort 
Dodge, Io., but his headquarters as 
general counsel for the Illinois Cen- 
tral were in Chicago. He was born 
in Elyria, O., June 10, 1869. His father 


was a Congregational minister. He 
was educated at Grinnell and later 
graduated from the law de artment 
of the University of Iowa. When 30 
ears old he was elected judge of the 
leventh Judicial District of the State 
of Iowa.

Removal of Meat, Lumber and 
Leather Duty Proposed by 
House’ Leader. 





BENEFICIAL TO FARMER 





Canadian Reciprocity Measure, 
Approved by Democratic Cau- 
cus, Introduced. 





WASHINGTON, April 12.—Two of the 
tariff measures which the Democratic 
House éxpects to pass in advance of any 
general legislation were introduced to- 
day by .Chairman Underwood of the 
Committee on Ways and Means. 

They are Canadian reciprocity, follow- 
ing the identical lines of the McCall 
bill, passed last session, except for a 
clause authorizing the President to con- 
tinue negotiations for reciprocity with 
Canadian articles not covered by the 
pending agreement, and a bill to put on 
the free list about 100 articles now du- 
tiable.under the general tariff. Both 
will receive early consideration. 

List to Placate Farmers, 

The free list bill is designed to 
placate farmers for agricultural loss- 
es which they will sustain under the 
Canadian agreement, but it contains 
also some foodstuffs and boots and 


shoes. The list is as follows: 
Plows, harrows, headers, harvesters, 


reapers, agricultural] drills and plant- 
ers, mowers, horse rakes, cultivators, 
threshing machines, cotton gins, farm 
wagons, farm carts and all other agri- 
cultural implements, including repair 
parts. ' 

Bagging for cotton, gunny cloth and 

S suitable for baling cotton: bur- 
laps and bags for sacking agricultural 
products; hoop or band iron or steel for 
baling cotton; wire for baling hay, straw 
and other agricultural products; ‘grain 
leather, buff, split, rough or sole leath- 
er, bend or belting leather, boots’ and 
shoes, harness; saddles and saddlery and 
leather for manufactured articles. 
Barbed fence wire, wire rods, wire 
strands or wire rope,. wire woven or 
manufactured for wire fencing. 

Others on the list are: Meats of all 
kinds, fresh, .salted, pickled, dried, 
smoked, dressed or undressed, prepared 
or preserved in any manner; bacon, 
hams, shoulders, lard, lard compounds 
and lard substitutes; sausage, buck- 
wheat flour, cornmeal, wheat 4nd 
rye flour, bran, middlings, 
and other offals of grain, oatmeal and 
rolled oats, and all prepared cereal 
foods; biscuits, bread, wafers and sim- 
flar articles not sweetened; timber, 
hewn, sided or squared, round timber 
used for spers or in. building wharves, 
shingles, laths, fencing posts, sawed 
boards, planks, deals and other lumber. 
rough or dressed, except ebony, mahog- 
any, rosewood and all other eabinet 
woods. 

Sewing machines and salt complete 
the free list. 

‘“‘We expect to call up the reciprocity 
bill Friday,” said Underwood, ‘‘and will 
seek to pass it as soon as possible. Then 
will come the free list bill, and follow- 
ing that the bill providing for Statehood 
for Arizona and New Mexico. Reap- 
portionment will come later.’’ 

A bill providing for popular election 
of United States Senators will be re- 
ported to the House tomorrow, and 
placed on its passage. Discussion, it is 
believed, will not be prolonged, and 
Democratic leaders expect the Db'll will 
e rushed through among the first of the 
party measures.

Almost every afternoon for the past 
six weeks a man has appeared on a 
vacant tract of land in University City 
and acted in a manner that proved in- 
explicable to the residents and to pus- 
sengers on the interurban cars which 
pass the spot. It is just south of the 
Kirkwood Ferguson line, north of 
Maryland terrace. The man has been 
seen at times digging long shallow 
trenches with a spade. Then he would 
get down in a trench on his hands and 
knees and curpet its foor with paper. 

At other times he spread paper on 
the grass and spaded envugh earth on 
it to keep the wind from blowing it 
away. : 

He always worked rapidly, with ab- 
sorption, paying no attention to the 
wondering spectators that sometimes 
gathered. ,It was noticed that he was 
well dressed and apparently cultured.

Measure Reducing Price of Cur- 
rent From 12 to 9 1-2 Cents 


Lower in 10 Days. 


Mayor Kreismann signed the Public 
Service Commission’s bill regulating the 
rates for electric cufrent at 12:30 p. m. 
Wednesday and it will go into effect in 
10 days. It reduces the maximum 
charge from 12 to 9% cents a kilowatt 
hour, with a minimum of 50 cents per 
month for those who pay the maximum 
rate and $1 a month for those who pay 
less than the maximum. 

It is estimated by the Public Service 
Commission that residence consumers 
will save $75,000 a year under the new 
rates.

Army Officer Recognized as 
' Former Comrade by Surgeon 
Probing Wound.

‘SAN FRANCISCO, April 12.—As a re- 
sult of a fight with John J. Hayes, an 
aged night watchman, at an early hour 
today, Capt. Frank A. Cook, subsist- 
ence officer of the commissary depart- 
ment of the regular army, lies wounded 
in the Central Emergency Hospital. 

Cook, accompanied by his two sons 
and two daughters, arrived here yes- 


terday from Manila on the transport 
Sheridan. With his family, he visited 
relatives last night. Leaving them at 
their hotel, he went to anothér hotel, 
where, according to his story, he had a 
few drinks. 

At 1 a. m. he broke fn the door of a 
store on Market street and was met by 
Watchman Hayes. Hayes says that he 
struck Cook on the head with his club 
when the latter refused to leave the 
place. According to Hayes, Cook seized 
the club and returned the blow. Hayes 
then fired two shots at the officer. One 
penetrated his left lung and barely 
missed the heart, the other went wild. 

Policernen entered, and Cook was 
taken *to the Central Emergency Hos- 
pital, where Dr. G. M. Terrill probed 
for the bullet. While Terrill was oper- 
ating he recognized Cook as a brother 
officer who served with him in the cam- 
paign against the Apache Chief Geroni- 
mo in, Afizona in 188. At that time 
Cook was a lieutenant of the Fourth 
Cavalry and Terrill was a post surgeon. 

When Capt. Cook regained conscious- 
ness he declared that from the time he 
left the hotel his mind was a blank... He 
inquired eagerly for the details of the 
fight which. had led to his wound. 

He will probably recover.

CARNEGIE TRUST 


PRESIDENT AND 2 
AIDES BANKRUPTS 


Combined *Assets Given as $1,- 


000,000 and Their Liabilities 
$13,500,000. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 12.—Three invol- 


untary petitions in bankruptcy aggre- 
gating $18,500,000 were filed here today 
against three officers of the failed Car- 


negie Trust Co., now in the hands of 
the State Superintendent of Banks. 

The respordents are William J. Cum- 
mins, president of the trust company; 
Charles Arthur Moore Jr., and Martin 
J. Condon, directors. Their financial 
status is given in the petitions as ‘“‘Cum- 
mins, liabilities $5,000,000, and assets $400, - 
000; Moore, liabilities $2,000,000 and assets 
$100,000; Condon, Habilities $6,500,000 and 
assets $500,000."" Payson Merrill was 
named receiver for all three under bonds 
Of $100,000. 

Other Creditors Waiting. 

Only three petitioning creditors are 
named, which is all the law requires, but 
their lawyers said that many more were 
associated with them: The creditors who 
appear are: Herman C. Brewster $30,- 
C00, Herbert Hatfield $9644, and James 8. 
Watson $80,000. All claim money loaned. 

They alleged against Cummins in their 
petition that preferential payments have 
been made since he became insolvent, 
and that there has been transfer and 
concealment of considerable property 
with Intent to hinder, delay and defraud 
creditors. 

One of the lawyers for the creditors, 
Samuel J. Koenig, formerly secretary 
of State for New York, said the actions 
filed by him and his associates were 
not brought against the respondénts as 
directors in the Carnegie Trust Co., but 
as individuals. 

“These claims have been presented tor 
payment,” he continued, “and although 
not refused, nevertheless they have not 
been paid. Because all three of the re- 
spondents were connected with the Car- 
negie Trust Co., whose condition we all 
know, it was decided to put them into 
bankruptcy to show what their assets 
are and protect all creditors. The credi- 
tors are numerous and their claims will 
aggregate $6,000,000 and probably more.” 


Defendants Are Away. 

Cummins is understood to be in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., his home. Condon said at 
his office he would have no statement 
to make. Moore is understood to be in 
Rome, Italy, where his father is serious- 
ly ill. 

Besides being a director of the Car- 
negie Trust Co., Martin J, Condon is 
president. And director of the American 
Snuft..Co., one of the subsidiary of the 
American Tobacco Co. 

Charles A. Moore Jr,.is a son of the 
president of Manning, Maxwell & Moore, 
one of’the largest makers of machinery 
in the country. 

The Carnegie Trust Co., long on the 
édge’of failure, was thrust upon the 
precipice by the failure and indictment 
of Joseph G. Robin, president of the 
Washington Savings Bank, and an offi- 
cer closely. connected with the Northern 

Bank of New York, which also failed. 

The publication of proceedings taken 
by the State Banking Department 
against those two banks showed that 
Robin, who had formerly been a di- 
rector of the Carnegie, had given it his 
paper for large amounts even after his 
resignation, and the meré shadow of 
his name wag sufficient to bring on a 
run which the bank ceuld not with-

Youngster. Gets Verdict 
Against Tormentors They 
Alone Must Pay.

If They Acquire Property When 
of Age It Can Be Attached, 
Say Lawyers. 


The trial of the $10,000 damage suit of 
Morris Slupsky, 14-year-old son of “Col.” 
Abe Slupsky, against L. Benton Prince, 
Adrian Rule Jr. and Charles McLure Jr. 
was resumed before a jury in Circuit 
Judge Kinsey’s court Wednesday. F'ran- 
cis Niedringhaus also was named as @ 
defendant in the suit, but at the close 
of the plaintiff's evidence the Court sus- 


that he was only a spectator to the 
burning of young Slupsky, for which 
the suit was brought. 


On the witness stand the Slupsky boy 
told how the boys in the vicinity of his 


him and his young brother. The teas- 
ing began, he said, soon after the fam- 
ily moved into the neighborhood, 

Boy Tells Story. 

It ig alléged by Slupsky that he was 
burned on the arm and ear with’ a piece 
of punk on the evening of June 29, 1909. 
All of the defendants, who are boys, 
participated in the assault, Slupsky as- 
serted. According to his statement, 
McLure held him and Rule applied the 
punk, while Prince -and Niedringhaus 
stood by and applauded. 

“They held me three minutes before 
I got away from them,” young Slup- 
sky said. “As I ran I heard one of 
the boys say. “Let him go—we have 
done enough to the Jew.’ ”’ 

Before this occurrence Slupsky said 
the Prince boy one time slapped 
his face, and that the Rule boy had 
thrown his hat off. “Adrian also ran 
me ihto the house on several occasions. 
and I was often chased home from 
school by neighbor boys,” said Slup- 
sky. 

Adrian O.\Rule:Jr., on the witness 
stand, admitted that he burned the 
Slupsky boy with punk. “I slipped up 
behind him end stuck the punk against 
his arm,” he said, “I just wanted to 
see him jump.”’ 

Francis Niedringhaus testified ‘that he 
heard one of the boys say, “‘Let’s have 
some fun,’’ but that he took no part in 
the burning. 

Charles D. McLure, father of one of 
the defendants, testified that he prom- 
ised Mrs. Slupsky that he would make 
his son apologize to Morris if she would 
bring Morris to the McLure home. She 
said she would do this, but did not. 

Lawyers say that if Judgment is given 
againet the boys they themselves will 
be liable and their parents will not 
have to settle the judgments. Any prop- 
erty which the boys now own or which 
they may acquire on becoming of age or 
later may be attached to pay the claim. 

Judge Grimm Called. 

Judge J. Hugo, Grimm, before whom 
the four defendants were prosecuted in 
the Juvenile Court, on complaint of 
Slupsky’s father, who declared his chil- 
dren were the victims of race prejudice, 
was called as a witness for the plain- 
tiff. He testified that young Rule ad- 
mitted in the Juvenile Court that he 
had applied the lighted punk to Slup- 
sky. “I got the impression,” said Judge 
Grimm, ‘‘that it was just a piece of 
deviltry. I don’t recall any testimony 
showing that the attack was the result 
of ,race prejudice. I believe I would if 
there had been such, as I remember Mr. 
lupsky was considerably excited on that 
phase of the matter.” 

The defendants in the case, except 
Prince, are represented by their fath- 
ers as “next friend.” Prince’s brother 
Laurence Prince, appears in that Cag 
pacity for him. Rhodes EB. Cave is at- 
torney for Rule, W. G. Schofield for Mc- 
Lure, A. J. Goodbar for Prince, and 8B. 
T. G, Smith for Niedringhaus.

That is why she is going to decorate 
the chancel of the mission room with 
Easter lillies next Sunday and give each 
of the 200 pupils a potted geranium to 
take home. 

“It was through the Post-Dispatch 
that I discovered the Riverside Mis- 
sion,” said Miss rTiillips to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter.

St. Louis will then become the 
logical magazine publishing point of 
the United States. 

“This is where the American Woman's 
League will be an important factor. 
The magazines in bulk can be sent to 
the chapter houses or headquarters of 
the league in each city, and the women 
will act as distributers to the various 
subscribers in that territory. 

“The American Woman’s League now 
has 2000 local chapters fn 20 states, and 
more are being formed. We have 38 
chapter houses now ¢onstructed. Last 
year the league turned in subscriptions 
amoulting to $1,329,000. This year the 
outlook is for $5,000,000 in subscriptions. 
The business is expanding rapidly, and 
in five years we expect to reach the 
million mark in membership with $100.- 
000,000 in subscriptions, which, of course, 
means that the magazines will be dis- 
tribut&d by several million members to 
the subscribers. 

University City a Capital. 


“University City is to become the 
rational capital of the American 


Woman's’ Republic, according to 
present plans. The capitol of this 
national government of women with 
1,000,000 constituents will be tHe 
Woman’s Magazine Building. The 
women will absolutely control the 
affairs of their government and 
wield-a powerful influence. 

Sa do not believe in equal suffrage. 








It would be wrong to place the bat- 
lot in the hands of woman to control 
National business affairs. But the 
greatest advance in social ideas ever 
made will. be the establishment of a 
government by women in which 
women’s affairs can be decided by 
women. 

“To bring this about, the many chap- 
ters of the American Woman’s League 
will elect officials. Each chapter repre- 
sents a city. ‘Each president of a chap- 
ter is mayor of the city represented by 
her chapter in the women’s republie. 
The members of the chapters of each 
state will elect a woman Governor. 
There are now governors in 20 states. 

“Next November the republic will be 
organized by the election of a Con- 
gress. The members in each state will 
elect two representetives from that state 
to sit in the House of Representatives. 
The ‘chapters will elect one Senator 
from each state to ‘sit in the national 
women’s Senate. 

“This Congress will meet in University 
City next Jantary, for 30 days, and e8- 
tablish the capital here. The Congress 
wil! elect a president of the National 
Government of women who will direct 
the Government from the capital. 


Cabinet for President. 


“The President . will have her Cabi- 
net, composed of Secretaries of the In- 
terior, War, Commerce, State, Treas- 
ury and Attorney-General, whose duties 
will correspond to those of the Cabi- 
net of the President of the United 
States. 

“A Supreme Court of. three women 
lawyers will be organized, with head- 
quarters: in the Capitol building. The 
court will be in session eight months 
ir. the year, and its decisions on all 
questions relating to women members 
and their questions will be final. It will 
also settle all disputes, and will inter- 
pret all laws of the organization. 

“The referendum and recall will be 
applied to the President. The Con- 
gress will be in session 30 days each 
year. 

“To enable me to give my entire time 
to this work of organization in the next 
five years, this trusteeship of all the 
Lewis enterprises was worked out. I 
had reached a point, after fighting al- 
most insurmountable obstacles for years, 
when a reorganization was needed. It 
was necessary for me to raise funds 
continually to keep the enterprises mov- 
ing and to pay indebtedness continually 
coming due. I had to either sacrifice 
part of my property or reorganize in 
some manner. 

“T felt that if I could have a straight 
run of five years at this proposition it 
would become a winner. I could not do 
it by attending to numberless other du- 
tics at the same time. 

“I have worked on the plan four 
months. I put it up to the 108 publishers 
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and they accepted it. The formal de- 
tails were completed at the meeting to- 
night. 
Property Is Turned Over. 
“By this plan I turned over to three 
trustees all of my property and stock, 
and other stockholders and creditors did 


jthe same. About 8 per cent of the 


stock and property of the Lewis enter- 
prises are now in the hands of dummy 
directors to be turned over to the trus- 
tees. 

“At this meeting tonight I resigned 
as president of all of the enterprises, 
including the ‘presidency of the Peo- 
ple’s Savings Trust Co. This trust 
company will be the depository of 
funds of the trustees, and will be moved 
to the Woman’s National Daily Build- 
ing. I did not want to retain contrgl 
of that bank so that my enemies might 
say that Lewis is just trying to 
crganize his properties again for 
own benefit. £ have stepped out com- 
pletely and the trustees step in. 

“Each of the directors in the Lewis 
concerns resigned in turn at the méet- 
ing. As one director resigned, a dummy 
director named by Attorney Angert, rep- 
resenting the publishers, was elected. 
Then another director resigned, and 
another dummy director was elected, 
down the line, 

“These dummies, if it is proper to call 


them that, were selected from stenog-* 


raphers and clerks by Angert, and will 
convey the property to the Board of 
Trustees of three men as soon as they 
are chosen. 

“All stockholders and creditors who 
have not yet turned over their holdings 
or claims to the trusteeship, will be 
given an opportunity to do so. Not 
more than ,15 per cent is outstanding. 
If they fail to turn over, it is their 
fault and they must look out for them- 
selves. 

Bond for Comptroller, 

‘The firm of Price, Waterhouse & 
Co. will become accountants for the 
trustees, and will render accounts to 
the management. John H. Williams of 
New York will become Comptroller. He 
is to give a formal bond to me of $100,- 
000 that he will perform his duties, 

“The trustees will reorganize some of 
the enterprises, and will liquidate oth- 
ers. Some otf my companies have out- 
lived their usefulness, and now are a 
drag on the paying concerns. The trus- 
tees have five years in which to com- 
plete the entire work. In five years, or 
before that time if the debts are all 
paid, the trustees are to turn back to 
the various companies all property and 
profits made, and the whole fabric will 
be on a firm basis. 

“The property turned over to the 
trustees is valued at approximately 
$7,000,000. The indebtedness is about 





| $3,500,000. 
“The Lewis properties turned over,

and their capitalization are: University 
Heigtits Realty and Development Co., 
$1,000,000; Lewis Publishing Co., $3,500,- 
000; St. Louis Star, $500,000; Development 
and Investment Co., $100,000; U. 8S. Fiber 
Stopper Co., $1,000,000, and a few minor 
concerns. 
_ “The University Heights Realty and 
Development Co. owns 80,000 front feet 
of property in University City. This is 
valued at about $40 a front foot, or 
more, making it worth at least $3,200,000, 
“It was to save the value of this 
property that the trustee plan was origi- 
nated. If sufficient ground was put on 
the market for sale to pay off the in- 
debtedness of: my concerns, it would 
have been sacrificed. The result would 
have beep to knock the bottom out of 
realty values in University City and also 
Hin the residence districts in the West 
End in St. Louis. The ultimate result 


erty would have been engulfed in spec- 


re- 
— would have been that the whole prop- 


j ulation and the Lewis concerns might 


have been ruined. 

“The trustees will offer for sale such 
parts of the property as is necessary to 
pay debts, and will have five years to 
liquidate, if it takes that long. They 
will not have to sacrifice the property. 
In the meantime the ground will be in- 
creasing in value, and when it is turned 
back the title will @e clear of incum- 
brance. 

“The trustees will be directors in the 
People’s Savings Trust Co., and will have 
charge of all the funds and banking 
business. This was not turned over to 
the trustees, as it is not a part of 
the Lewis enterprises. It is owned by 
the people, and will become the de- 
pository for the people in this reor- 
ganization plan. 

“The indemnity asked from the Con- 
gress of the United States for the 
wrecking of the Lewis publishing con- 
cerns by the Postoffice Department will 
be increased to $2,500,000, and will be 
prosecuted by the trustees. Tonight I 
signed over all my interest in this claim. 
The present indemnity pending is $1,- 
500,000. 

‘My interest in the St. Louis Star 
»was signed over to the trustees with 
the other properties. I own 7 per 
cent of the stock ia that newspaper, 
and have an option on the other 2 
per cent of stock. If Nathan Frank 
desires to sign over his 2% per cent of 
the stock to the trustees, he may do 
so. The matter. has been submitted 
to him, . 

“The future policies of the Star will 
be absolutely controlled by the trustees. 
M. J. Lowenstein will continue as gen- 
eral-manager of the paper, and will di- 
rect its publication .and handle the 
finances for the trustees. 

Star a Drag on Resources. 

“The St. Louis Star has been a heavy 
drag on my resources. I have shoveled 








the coal and paid the expenses, figu- 

ratively speaking, for some time. When 
Lowenstein took charge he begun. to 
bring order out of chaos and has done 
well with it. The paper is now break-- 
ing a little more than even.

FIGHTING FOR A NAME 





Senate Resolution' to Remove 
Restriction on Word Causes 
Demonstration. 





By Associated Press. 

DAMERY, Department of Marne, 
France, April 12.—The champagne riots 
were renewed this morning by the ex- 
cited populace. Wine cellars were de- 
stroyed and the disorder spread in spite 
of the presence ef troops called eut t 
preserve order. : 

The trouble in this department began 
yesterday, on the receipt of news from 
Paris that the Senate had passed a reso- 
lution in favor of permitting makers in 
any part of France to designate their 
wines as champagne. The use of the 
name champagne has heretofore been 
restricted by law. 

Seven thousand wine growers left here 
this morning, marching on Epernay, four 
miles distant, to destroy the wine cellars 
there, 

The manifestants were well organized, 
and were aroused to a pitch fervor. 
During the progress of the advance 
they sang revolutionary hymns and 
waved red flags. This they did to dis- 
own the Government, which they af- 
firm has abandoned them to ruin. They 
declare the Government has yielded to 
the pressure of the makers of inferior: 
grades of wine. 

Wine Press Wrecked. . 

The column reached the town of Ay 
at noon. Co-operating with another 
band which had reached Ay from a 
different direction, the rioters proceed- 
ed to Venteuil, where they destroyed 
the huge wine presses. Troops then 
dispersed the mob. 

The Attorney-General went to Ven- 
teull by automobile today with the ob- 
ject of investigating the situation, but 
was unable to advance through the 
streets, as they were piled high with 
broken champagne bottles. 

Damery today is a picture of dissipa- 
tion. The muddy streets are literally 
running with champagne. Within a 
stone's throw of the red banner floating 
over the city hall stand the ruins of six 
houses of wine merchants, demolished 
by the mob last night.

honors of war two days after the bom- 
bardment commenced, was of no im- 
portance. But the attack upon it, as 
Lincoln had foreseen, threw the onus 
of striking the first blow upon the 
South, and was a thrilling object lesson 
to the North of the necessity of defend- 
ing the Union with the sword. 

Both Northern and Southern historians 
attach the very first importance to this 
date. With the passage of time, it is 
agreed that the voluminous literature 
concerning the thrilling events that pre- 
ceded Fort Sumter is sinking into the 
background, until today comparatively 
few people know the history of Bu- 
chanan’s @iministration, the story of the 
fugitive slave law, John Brown's faid 
and the exciting records of the Kansas- 
Nebraska treaty. And as some of /the 
standard Civil War histories which will 
go down for all time have yet to be 
written, the opinion prevails that. being 
short and compact, they will open prac- 
tically with Sumter in the first chapter. 
Survivor of Sumter. 

The fiftieth anniversary of the firing 
on Fort Sumter has a meaning for 
Roger Atkinson Pryor of New York 
that it can have for no other man 
alive. He is the sole surviving principal 
of either force engaged in that porten- 

tious affair. 

Another distinction might have  be- 
longed to Gen. Pryor if he would Nave 
taken it—the firing of the shot itself. 
Two days before the fateful 12th the 
“eloquent young tribune of Virginia’ 
as Horace Greeley called him at the 
time, made a flery speech from the bal- 
cony of the Mills House in Charleston, 
Va., his native State, which, like the 
rest of the bofder States, was holding 
back from _ secession. 

“Strike one blow and Virginia will 
secede in-an hour by Shrewsbury 
clock!”” Young Pryor told tho cheer- 
ing crowds; and without delay Gen. 
Beauregard sent an ultimatum to Maj. 
Robert Anderson, Sumter’s command- 
ant. 
Ultimatum Rejected. 

Maj. Anderson rejected the ultima- 
tum, and Gen. Pryor was one of the 
men who carried the word back to 
Beauregard. The news was taken to 
Fort. Johnson at the mouth of Charles- 
ton Bay. Capt. S. James was in com- 
mand there. .He offered to Pryor the 
privilege of firing the shot that was to 
them the only possible answer. Gen. 
Pryor declined, because Virginia was 
then still in the Union, and Capt. James 
opened the engagement. 

“Three days later Lincoln issued his 
call for troops,’’ Gen. Pryor said last 
night to a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
in New ¥ork. “It was addressed to Vir- 
ginia as {t was to all other states, but 
Virginia could not strike against the 
South. She withdrew, as South Caro- 
lina had the December before, and the 
South was arrayéd agairst the North. 
That was what we had been seeking 
all through the exciting days of that 


winter—something that would swing 


the border States info line. It needed 

only the étriking of one blow, and 

when that came ‘at Sumter the result 

was precisely as we had -foreseen.”’ 
He Is S2 Years Old. 

Gen. Pryor is 83 years old. He has 
been a resident of New York since 1865, 
fand for 20 years was one of the most 
distinguished members ofthe bar of 
this country. He was one of Theodore 
Tilton’s counsel in his suit against 
Henry Ward Beecher. He went to Lon- 
Park murderers. He carried the appeal 
of the Chicago anarchists to the United 


| States Supreme Court. In 1890. he be- 


came a Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas and in 1894 a Justice of the 8u- 
preme Court. On Jan. 1, 1899, he retired. 

Despite hig years, Gen Pryor’s flow- 
ing hair is barely tinged with gray. He 
earries his slieht figure erectly, and his 
6 feet 10 inches seem more in -conse- 
quence. His blue eyes are still keen 
and his mouth is wide and firm. In his 
library, where he talked yesterday, the 
walls are given over to his books and 
trophies of a public life ghat began in 
1849, and that has included many years 
of journalism; a mission to Greece uh- 
der President Pierce; two terms in the 
United States Congress and two in the 
Confederate; military service that car-

back to a private’s ranks: great dis- 
tinction as a lawyer, and a remarkable 
record as a judge. 
Oldest Newspaper Man. 

Gen. Pryor is proud of the fact that 
he is perhaps the oldest newspaper man 
in the United States. He was editor of 
the South Side News of Petersburg, 
Va., in 1849. In 1854 he was an editorial 
writer on the Washington Union. In 
1856 he became one’ of the owness of 
the Richmond Enquirer. His first em- 
ployment in New York after the war 
was as editor of Benjamin Woods’ Daily 
News, which had been & vigorous sup-

BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 12.—Ralph 
Brandreth son of tho late millionaire 
“pill king”’ of New York, has just escaped 
from his worst adventure yet. By the 
intervention of the Minister of Justice 
here, Judge de Lantshrept, he has been 
saved from.two -years’. imprisonme:.: as 
a vagabond on the penal farm colony 
at Hoogstraeten, near Antwerp. Hé had 
been sentenced, with his secretary, Au- 
guste Mathias, to that term as, a hotel 


in prison. 

Brandreth, with his secretary, came 
here early in February. They stopped 
at the Hotel Metropolis and went in 
for a gay time. They spent money 
wildly, but could not pay the hotel 
bill when asked to do so, and both 
were locked in their rooms until the po- 
lice arrived. They got out of ¢ébis dif- 
ficulty and moved to another hotel. But 
again Brandreth was unable to pay 
and as large bills were due at shops 
and also $100 which had been borrowed 
to return.to America, the mek were 
arrested. 

Put In With Vagabonds. 

The young’ millionaire adventurer and 
Mathias ‘spent the night of March 17 
in a dirty prison, reserved for the night- 
Iy inearceration of thieves and vaga- 
bonds of the worst type. The next 
morning the Magstrate laughed at Bran- 
dreth’s assertion that he is an Amer- 
ican millionaire and sentenced him and 
Mathias to two years’ imprisonment as 
vagabonds. At the moment Brandreth 
could not prove his identity. 

At first the young New Yorker was 
not worried, believing he would be re- 
leased, but he found it hard to prove 
that he was what he had said, and he 
had equal difficulty in obtaining money. 

On April 2, money arrived, and Brand- 
reth’s debts were all paid. Then owin, 
to the influence of his lawyer, Maitre 
Revelard, with Minister 6f Justice de 
Lantshrept, the release of the men was 
obtained today, just as they were about 
to be removed from the prison of the 
suburb of St. Gilles to the pénal farm. 

Brandreth now is making a collection 
of newspaper comments on his experi- 
ence here, to add to his large volume 
of clippings on his many adventures. 


World’s:' Tour a Failure. 

NEW YORK, April 12.—Ralph_ Brand- 
ret, 27. years old, is the younger son of 
the late founder of the Aillcock Manu- 
facturing Co. Four years ago, after 
young Ralph had run through the bulk 
of his share of his father’s fortune, his 
mother decided to send him on a tour 
of the world, in company with a tutor. 

Brandreth elaborately fitted out the 
70-foot yawl, Toarmina, and added to hw» 
stores large supplies of arms and a 
balloon. The yaWwl was eld up by 
Secret Service agents and was not freed 


tuntil Brandreth made affidavit that he 


was going on a world cruise solely in 
the interests of ethnology. The expedi- 
tidn started Feb. 4, 1907, but off Tom- 
kinsvillé the’ Taormina was in a col- 
lision with a.four-master, they had to 
return and was seized by a sheriff for a 
$300 grocery bil. On her next start she 
got as far as Norfolk, Va., and there 
was wrecked... 

In June, 1909, Brandreth was motoring 
with his fiancee, Miss Edith Hill Arm- 
strong, daughter of John A. Armstrong, 
of Bretton Hall, this city, when the car 
struck a telegraph pole near Monroe, N. 
Y., and turned turtle. The.lovers were 
seriously hurt and also Miss Armstrong’s 
aunt, who) was, with, them ‘as Chaperon. 
A day or two afterward Brandreth was 
wheeled into Miss. Armstrong’s room, the 
bride was propped up In bed ahd the; 
wedding ceremony was performed.

‘‘We were married guadeniy ” she said,

THE WAR TRUST. — 

The latest Japanese War scare was so elaborate- 
ly devised that a good many people in Washing- 
ton have been forced to the conclusion that it 
was engineered by the big navy cabal. Repre- 
sentative Foster of Vermont denounced it as the 
result of a criminal conspiracy and promised the 
exposure’ of the guilty parties. 

Jingoism in all the great nations is primarily 
commercial rather than military. Jingoism is Big 
Business masquerading in the national flag. 

The British Chancellor estimates the yearly war 
charge of Europe at $2,250,000,000. Mr. Tawney 
has shown that-in 10 years the expenditure of 
the United States for war purposes hag becn 
$2,192,036,285. Is it conceivable that the business 
interests which these outlays sustain will fail to 
promote their continuance in every way known to 
the trade? 

War scares lead to appropriations. Appropria- 
tionslead to work and profits for iron and steel 
milis, gun factories, packing houses and ship 
yards. These activities in Europe lead to titles 
and estates for their owners, and in this country 
to wealth and power. These are the secrets of 
jingoism. The War Trust is the worst of all the 
commercial combinations, for it is international in 
scope and as yet no laws run against it. 
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With Senator Burton as the other member of it, 
- President Taft’s denial department, seems to be 
‘adequately equipped. 


NoT BOUND TO THEORY: 

In dwelling on the unreasonable percentage of 
industrial accidents in this country, Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor Nagel said that while 
he is a believer in individualism, there is a point 
where the indi¥idual can not protect himself and 
the state. must step in and protect him.

If the reciprocity agreement were designed to pro- 
mote the welfare of a class only, it would not be 
worth consideration. By its terms we free our- 
selves from many delusive and burdensome taxes, 
of which the farmers themselves have been among 
the principal victims. 

The Democrats do well to place Canadian reci- 
procity at the head of their legislative program. 
Explanations and apologies are not needed. They 
should glory in its championship. It is right in 
itself and it embodies an idea which cannot fail 
to make progress. The farmer as well as the me- 
chanic and clerk must see in its liberalizing ten- 
dencies the promise of more enlightened govern- 
ment and of more profitable industry and trade. 

If farmers could be delivered from the belief 
that taxes laid to enrich selected interests can be 
i'made of service to them the economic emancipa- 
tion would be almost as great as that which freed 
a race in 1863. Taxed food helps only the specu- 
lative middleman, Taxed clothing enriches only 
the grasping combinations which buy in the cheap- 
est market and sell in the highest. Reciprocity 
properly leads the way to the abolition of extor- 
tionate taxation. It is more an assertion of farm- 
ers’ rights than anything else, and as such Demo- 
crats should be honest in its support. Further 
tax reforms should come, not as offsets to reci- 
»procity, but as natural and perfect logical devel- 
opments of the same just principle.

Mayor Cites This Fact in De- 
fense of His Approval of | 
Southern Franchise. 


Mayor Kreismann late Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, approved the bill granting to 
the Southern Traction Co. of MTilnois 
a franchise to operate electric cars over 
the Municipal Free Bridge and certain 
St. Louis streets. He accompanied it 
by az extended statement defending his 
action. 

After giving the history ‘of the bill, 
and expressing his confidence in the 
Municipal Assembly which passed it, the 
Mayor Geclares that: 

The franchise does not grant a monop- 
oly.

nominally tree crossing, being 6 per cent 
of the estimated cost of maintenance. 

There is provision for prorating the 
charge for use with other Mhes, the city 
having the right to change the basis of 
charge at any time. 

The city reserves the right to alter, 
amend or repeal the ordinance at any 
time. 

The fare te to be 5 cents to all parts 
of the company’s system in &t. Louls 
and Hast St. Louis. 

The franchise is in line with the fun- 
Gamental purpose for which the bridge 
was authorized. 

The Mayor also approved the &t. 
Louls, Aroadia & Jefferson City Rail- 
way bill, granting the right to operate 
an electric railway in the southwestern 
part of 8t. Louls.
